of the number of carloads of the fish 
faken out of the Isle la Crosse district 
the past winter by the American firms, 
but it totals up in the hundreds. Some 
of the lakes, he states, are rapidly be- 
ing depleted of fish by the wholesale 
operations of the American firms, but

Stoney Lake, northwest of Prince 
Albert, near the boundary of Alberta, 
is one of the lakes which is practically 
depleted of fish.

With a capital of $400, states Mr. 
Buteher, two men with 20 nets can 
easily clear $2000 in a season on the 
lakes in the Isle la Crosse district. This 
is being done every serson by many in- 
dividual operators. That is one rea- 
son why Mr. Buteher himself will sev- 
er his connections with the American 
rins next and go into the 
business for himself, Individual op- 
erators generally sell their fish right 
on the spot to the big operators, and 
make big profits, but some of them 
ship out. 

The deevilopment of an enormous 
fishing indsulry on the shores of Dore 
Lake, Lac Ja Plonge, and other lakes, 
in the vicinity, will follow the comple- 
tion of the extension of the G.oN.ER., 
into that country, Mr. Butcher states 
that it is the general expectation that 
the C. N. R. will extend their road 
north from Prinee Albert very short- 
ly.

WESTERN TIE CAMPS 


Number of Laborers Havo Contracted 
Disease and Have Been Brought 
To City Hospitals. 


That some medical supervision of the 
tie camps along the line of raildoad 
construction west of the city, is desir- 
able in the interests of the — public 
jhealth of Edmonton and district, would 
appear to be indicated by the experi- 
ence of thé mecacal autsoviies daring 
the past few days, with'a case of sear- 
let fever sent in) from Ross’ camp, 
near to mile 42 west of Edson. 

Eby was one of a gang of about 
twenty men-who are engaged in the 
camp during the winter, but for whom 
no medical attention is provided dur- 
these months. About the middle 
of last week, Eby was seized with ill- 
a severe cold, the case was diag- 
nosed hy the laymen who rendered him 
assistance, and he was packed off in 
an ordinary passenger car to Edmon- 
fon, accompanied by a friend, 

Arriving in the cily on Thursday, Eby 
and his friend put up at a local hotel, 
Ritchie of 
Stratheana, was ealled in, On Friday 
omrning Dr. Ritehie diagnosed — the 
man’s jliness as a case of searlel fever, 
and Eby was sent up to the isolation 
hospital, his roem being thoroughly 
fumigated by order of the health de- 
partment, 

The Capital was informed this morn- 
ing that during the winter months no 
medical attention is provided for the 
men Working in the tie camps on con- 
struction west of the eity, and that it 
is quite possible that infeetion of scar- 
let fever may be brought into the eity 
by persons travelling by the regulation 
coaches, and that the contagion may 
have spread to many others before the 
existence of fever is detected. It is 
believed that the majority of cases 
of scarlet fever in the city—of which 
there are but a small number, however, 
at the present timbe, might be traced 
directly or indirectly to the camps west 
of the city.

DOBSON RELEASED; | 
SERVED ONLY YEAR 


Former Cashter of the Canadian Ex- 
press Company at Niagara Falls 
Now on His Way to Scotiand. 


Niagara Falls, Mar. 6.—William Dob- 
son, the former cashier at the local 
office of the Canadian Express Com- 
pany, who was implicated in the theft 
of more than $14,000 in cash from the 


office of the company on November 4, 
4909, has been released from kingston 
prison after serving a little more than 
a fourth of the sentence imposed up- 
on him after he had pleaded guilty to 
complicity in the theft, 

The man has been enjoying his lib- 
erty for several weeks and the authori- 
ties have been exceedingly careful lest 
the news should leak out. No one in 
authority here could be induced to talk 
about it when asked about the man’s 
release and professed ignorance as lo 
the action of the authorities at Otta- 
wa. It is authoritatively stated, how- 
ever, that Dobson was released more 
than two weeks ago, and that he is 
now probably on his way to his na- 
tive home in Scotland. 

The release of the former cashier 
marks the closing chapter in a most 
remarkable case; one that puzzled the 
authorities here and some of the best 
detectives in the country for several 
weeks before any action was taken or 
arrests made.

Dobson was found unconscious in 
a pool of blood in the office of the 
company one afternoon and the

ONTARIO STARTS 
BRAND NEW SYSTEM 
OF TAXATION 

A brand new system of taxation has been evolved by the Whit- 
ney government of Ontario. In that province every bar which takes 
in more than $40 per day is to be made to pay five per cent of the 
proceeds to the government. Race tracks are also to be taxed a 
certain rate per day for every day on which there is racing. 

The system of taxation promises big returns for the govern- 
ment, but it has the disadvantage that it makes the government a 
partner in the liquor and race track business. 

India did something very similar to this with regard to the 


opium business, and while the returns were large it could scarcely | 


be claimed that the scheme of taxation which made the government a 
party to the industry which wrecked millions of lives was a success. 
The difference between Ontario and India is that Ontario claims 


to be civilized.

LORIMER INCIDENT 
SHOWS U.S. SENATE 
HOPELESSLY CORRUPT 
There is a saying that a government is usually about as honest 


as the people who elect it. If this may be taken as axiomatic and the 
moral standard of the people of United States may be judged from 
the actions of the senate, then United States must be one of the most 
hopelessly corrupt and abandoned nations that the world has ever 
known. 

Note the action of the senate on the case of William Lorimer, 
junior senator for Illinois. 


Lorimer was a member of a corrupt ring in Illinois which} 


made a business of betraying the state. The ring sold every kind 
of a privilege within the power of the legislature and at the end of 
every session the gross proceeds of their betrayals wer divided 
among the corrupt members. Lorimer secured his election to the 
United States senate by directly bribing a number of the members 
of this ring. A quarrel followed about the division of the proceeds. 
Disclosures were opened up which startled the whole of the United 
States. It was shown that not only did Lorimer secure his election 


to the senate by the bribery, but that in practically every senatorial | 


election in Illinois for the past twenty years there has been bribery 
and corruption. 
the ring were sent to jail. 
Washington and took his seat in the United States senate. 
“orimer's right to sit was attacked by Beveridge, LaFollett and

TRUE STORY OF AN 
ONTARIO PIONEER 


How Wo Bullt Up a Home on What 
Was Then a Vast Unsettled 
Tract. 


Too few records have been pre- 
served of the experiences of the pio- 
neers of Ontario. Many of their de- 
scendants, involved in the complexi- 
lies of modern life and enjoying the 
comforts of these latter days, know 
nothing of the struggles,hardships,and 
heroines of those fine, sturdy men and 
women who “hewed out for them- 


Vinee, Here in brief is 
ione of these. settlers: 
In the year 4528 Jolin Weldrich wa 


the age of twenty-three was married 
to Rachel B. Shipley. Having spent a 
week with their friends, they set. sail 
for America, and, 


Toronto. Soon after (says Mr. Wel- 
drich’s daughter, Mrs. Alex, MeGow- 
an, in telling the story, in the Farmer's 
Advocate), they applied to the magis- 
trate for work, a kindhearted Seotech- 
man came and took them out to Sear- 


borough, where they lived for two 
years, 

Hearing of free land in Osprey 
township, Simcoe County, my father 


and another man went by the stage to 
Rarric, taking with them an axe, a 
pair of blankets, half bag of food, a 
flint and some steel, and a lead pen- 
ell; as they had to walk about fifty 
miles, this was all they could carry. 
When the sun began to set low in the 
wesl, they would start to gather wooul 
for the night, and make shelter, then 
gather up dry leaves and. strike the 
flint and steel to start their fre, one 
keeping watch while the other slept. 
More than once they saw the eyes of 
some wild animal staring at them, and 
heard the sticks breaking as it walked 
away, AS soon as the sun was up to 
guide them, they would press on far- 
ther into the forest. At last they came 
to a concession blaze and a creek, and 
being tired and hungry, they decided 
to go no farther, While the other man 
was building a fire, as it was father’s 
axe, he started to build his shanty. !t 
was made ten feet by twelve, for they 
had to lift the logs. He cut hemlock 
the right length, split and peeled them 
for the roof. He split up cedar, and, 
with leatherwood bark, bound jt and 
hung Jt on for a door. He then car- 
ried stones for a fireplace and clay 
from the creek with a piece of the 
bark. ‘Thus three days were spent, 
and, as their provisions were getting 
low, he went around three hundred ac- 
res, chopped off the bark from. the 
trees at intervals, and wrote his name 
with the pencil. Then they gathered 
up their traps, and started back. tt 
was near midnight when they got to 
Stayner, and two days later, footsore 
and hungry, they landed home, 

The next winter father bought a 
yoke of oxen, one cow, a sleigh, a 1- 
inch, and. 2-inch auger, two axes, and 
what household ‘goods the oxen could 
draw. With my. mother and a baby 
girl, they started again for the wilder- 
ness, The journey took three days. 
They stayed at Barrie and Stayner. 
From the latter point there was only 
the blaze to go by, and the sleigh up- 
set six times, throwing them into the 
snow, Mother often told us how 
thankful she was when father said: 
“Yonder is the shanty!"’ He soon made 
a roaring fire, carried in their two
